PAY ONCE A MONTH. 


Plan Adopted by Some of the Macon 
County Mine Operators. 


Macon, Mo., July 29.—The Kansas and 
Texas Ooal Co., at Bevier and Ardmore, in 
this (Macon) county, have suspended work at 
their coal mines and have announced that 
hereafter, if they resume work again, they 
will only pay their miners once in each 
month, instead of twice a month, as 


the company has heretofore been doing in 
accordance with the law. The company 
claims that owing to the light demand for 
coal and the closeness of the money market 
they cannot conveniently pay twice a month. 
The truth is this company is in fine 
shape financially and is attempt- 
ing to forestall any trouble that 
the once-a-month payment plan might 
cause among their miners. The miners at 
Bevier do not wanta strike at this time. 
Bevler is on a boom anda strike would in- 
jure the town generally. 

The Loomis Coal Co. has given notice that 
it would only pay its miners once a month 
after Aug. 1. This company is in the hands 
ofa United States receiver. 

The Bevier miners held a mass-meeting 
this evening to consider the once-a-month 
payment plan. President Walters of Kansas 
was there and has called a mass-meeting of 
the miners for next Monday. 

The W. S. Watson’s mines continue to pay 
their mentwiceamonth. What the result of 
Monday’s meeting will be cannot be told. 

The Texas and Kansas Coal Co. is now on 
the bull-dozing plan, and it is feared that 
Soe mews Monday will result ina general 
strike.

The force of the liquidation in wheat 
may be understood by comparing the prices 
of September on Monday at 68% cents, and 
at the low point on Saturday, a break of over 
8 cents in ve days ona market which was 
thought to be on rock when the week 
opened. Four million three hundred and 
sixty-three bushels exports were heavy. 
The feeling among the banks was better, and 
this was refiected in the Stock Exchange, 
where prices scored a moderate advance, 
New York exchange was again practically 
unsalable at $5 and $10 discount.

Whiten the tired mother reached the deck on 
the shady end of the boat, she rested the 
baby on the rail near the stern, keeping only 
asiight hold on his dress. The South Side 
swerved suddenly in her course, to turn and 
make her dock at East Tenth street. There 
was a slight lurch, the rail dipped and baby 
Edward slipped from the grasp of the 
mother’s hand and plunged into the 
river. The deck was crowded and many 


passengers whosawthe child fall say that 
the mother did not utter a sound. From a 
brilllant rea her cheeks becameas white as 
those ofacorpse. Resolving instantly, as it 
appeared, tothe horrified onlookers, either 
to save her baby or to drown with it, and 
pausing not a second, the woman jumped 
over the ralling into the water. There were 
shouts for the captain tostop the boat and 
some ran for life preservers, which they 
tossed to the woman, who Dy this time 
was in the wake, rising and _  sink- 
ing with the waves. The baby 
was floating slowly down the stream far 
from its mother. In the general excitement, 
while the passengers were running hither 
and thither about the boat, Capt. Wm. Wol- 
cott stopped the South side. He had the 
engine reversed and steamed back to where 
Mrs. Debus was struggling in the foamy 
track. Twodeck hands, Charles England 
whose station is on the upper deck, an 

Howard Wolcott, the captain’s son, whose 
place is below, rushed aft to save the woman 
and herchild. England, witha boat hook, 
as the ferrry boat steamed back, managed to 
catch it in the shoulder of the 
woman’s bodice, Dut Urs. Debus, as it still 
seemed tothe passengers hanging over the 
sides and watching the attempt at rescue, 
was determined notto save herself without 
her baby. The woman deliberately pushed 
the boat hook away and floated out of 
reach. She was all the time drifting further 
from safety, while her baby was Carried by 
another current down the river. A tug, 
equipped with a steam derrick and two 
loaded freight barges was headed up stream 
a short distance below the South Side. Cast- 
ing of his tow, the captain of the 
tug steamed rapidly for the woman, 
who had twice sunk and reappeared, and the 
tug’s crew pulled Mrs. Debus aboard more 
dead than alive, and headed for the shore, 
Two young men, each aflout 26 years old, 
named Callanan and Fullerton, bad been 
fishing fromthe stringplece on the pier next 
south of Tenth street. They did not see the 
baby fall and the woman sry but they 
heard the shouting and saw the forms in the 
river more than an eighth of a mile away. 
Like a flash each pulled of his superfluous 
clothing and leaped in. 

„lou swim for the kid! I'll save the 
woman,“ shouted Fullerton, as they 
plunged. 

All right,“ answered Callanan. 

It wasa long swim, but they were plucky 
and strong. Callahan reached the baby and 
started back withit. Theinfant curled its 
little arms tightly around Callaban’s neck 
and he could not free himself. 

I should surely have drowned,’’ said 
Callahan, in telling his experience later, 
**nad I not heard an encouraging shout from 
Fullerton, who, having seen the woman 
picked up by the tug, turned and 
swam to my assistance. Fullerton came 
at the right time. He relleved me 
of the baby and foratime weswam side by 
side. Then his strength began to give out. 
Fullerton shouted to me to swim in front of 
him. Iden having placed the baby on my 
back, he held me up andthe baby too. In 
this way, cheered by the crowd on the South 
Side and the people onthe shore, we swam 
to the pler nearthe ferry and were pulled 
out. 

baby Edward, save fora slight touch of 
nausea, caused by the sea water he had 
swallowed, was uninjured. He was given 
into his father’s arms at the ferry slip. 

Meanwhile the tug that had saved the 
woman had taken her tothe Eleventh Street

THE ONLY ONE PRACTICABLE NOW. 


City Cannot Afford to Pay for the 
Work. But the Officials Say It Could 


Be Done by the Work-House Frisoners, 21 


Formerly Employed in Grading 


Streets. 


There is an average of nearly 400 male 
prisoners in the st. Louis Work- house sen- 
tenced to labor when there is not enough 


work to go round, 

Under the provisions of the Stone bill these 
prisoners cannot work on grading the 
streets, or at least such is the interpretation 
ofthe law. Why caanot these idle men, who 
are being supported at the city’s expense, be 
put to work excavating in Forest Park for a 


pleasure lake. 

Every other large city in the world has its 
water sports for small craft except St. 
Louis. The river 1s too treacherous. The 
present lake inthe park isentirely inade- 
quate. A straightaway course of three- 
quarters of a mile would make St. Louisa 


racing center. | 
Park Commissioner Fechter andthe other 


members of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments are undoubtedly willing to have the 
lakes in Forest Park enlarged into a water- 
course, but, to hush the clamor 
of the public in favor of the 


roposed water course, the cry is set up that 
Phe City Treasury’s condition, together with 
the stringency of the money market gener- 
ally, will .ot permit of the necessary appro- 
priation to properly do the work. 

The establishment of a water course at 
Forest Park is a most important project 
and, where lack of funds to do 
the work becomes an obstacle, another 
way ont of the difficulty must be sought. 
There is no necessity of an immense outlay 
of money, since the wherewithal cannot be 
had, butthe same work that requires the 
outlay of funds may be done and done well at 
no extra expense to the tity by the Work- 
house convicts. There is no law prohibiting 
them doing such work. It would be a Diessing 
to themselves and the management or the 
Work house if they were placed upon this 
job. At present the Work-house is in such a 
crowded condition that many of the inmates 
would only be too giad to take up a shovel or 
@ pick and goto work on the excavation in 
Forest Park at a moment’s notice. There 1s 
not at present enough employment for 

risoners furnished by the city. and 

he several courts continue daily to 
send additional recruits to the insti- 
tution. The result is that each cell 
is made to accomodate as many as ten con- 
victs, and most of them are obliged to while 
away their sentence in idle confinement in 
crowded cells, at a great risk to their health. 

The most feasible plan would be forthe 
city to order the convicts to work on the en- 
larging of the lakes at once. At a nominal 
expense a stockade could be bullt near the 
scene oftheir labor which would serve as 
their sleeping and eating quarters. Guards 
and foremen could be detailed to watch 
the gang, and it would not 
be necessary to remove them from the park 
until the water-course is completed. 

Altogether there are 875 male convicts in 
the institution, the majority of whom are 
able-bodied men capable of handling a 
Shovel ur a pick with great dexterity. About 
100 or more of these are employed in quarries 
operated by different contractors. There are 
among them a number of worn-out ola- 
timers also, whose services as teamsters or 
water-carriers on the work would be of great 
value. The present quarry force of the Work 
house is larger than is necessary, it havin 
been found necessary to relieve the crowde 
condition of the institution by putting men 
to workinthe quarriesto do nothing more 
than to keep moving. 

Yesterday Supt. John C. Lohrum said he 
would be only too glad of the opportunity to 

t the gang at work on the lakes in Forest 
ark as soon as possible. ‘It’s awful, he 
continued, the way we are crowded down 
atthe hotel. It would bea reliefto the in- 
tes t such a snap as 

0 especially in 
U enough men to 
do the work and do it just as it is wanted. 
All that is required is a place to keep them 
in the Park at night. There is not enough 
for them to do, and to take 1000r more men 
out of the institution for evena short time 
would give us great relief and time to clean 
up before theygcome back.

He cams to Concord seven or 
eight yearsago,and dy his correct habits 
and religious tendency secured the confi- 
dence of his employers and became quite 
popular in ons of the churches, Soon after 
he married Miss Marion Danforth, daughter 
of one of the most prominent business men 
in Concord, Afterkeeping house for a short 
time the young people went to live with Mrs. 
Sanborn’s father. Sanborn then got into 
idie ways and finally exhausted the paticnce 
of his father-in-law and was compelled to 
leave the house. He said he was going 
to look for employment in Boston, but 
his wife heard nothing of him until a short 
time §ago,s when she saw a paragraph 
ina paper announcing his marriage to Miss 
Margaret Martin of Providence, K. I. She 
found that he was living in New York and 
wrote hima letter in which she said she had 
seen the anpouncement of his marriage and 
asked him to.send directions for the disposi- 
tion of the goods he had left behind.

ALL THE GOVERNORS TO BE PRESENT 
AT HER LAUNCHING. 


A Buitable Recongition That Interior 
Waters, as Well as ths Seaboard, May 
Have Their Share in the Building Up 
of Gur Navy—Built by the Iowa Iron 
Works at Dubuque—Her Speed. 


WasHincTor, D. C., July 29.,—The first 
steel vessel ever builtonthe Mississippi for 
the United States Navy is now getting ready 
tor her launching. It is torpedo boat No. 2, 
to be named the Ericsson, and her builders, 
the Iowa Iron Works of Dubuque, propose to 
invite the Governors ofall the States in the 
Mississippi Valley to be present when she 
takes tothe water. This will bea suitable 
recognition of the fact that interlor waters, 
as well as the seaboard, may and should have 
their share in the buliding up of our navy. 
The iron works and machine shops of the in- 
terior have for some time furnished important 
mater tal to the new steel ships under con- 
tract with the builders, but the Ericsson isa 
complete vessel built on the Mississippi. 
What is more, she is guaranteed to have the 
highest speed ever exacted of any vessel, 


small or large, made for our navy. Her 
redecessor, the Cushing, originally called 

‘orpedo Boat No. 1,by the Herreshoffs, was 
required by her contract to make an average 
of twenty-two knots. If she exceeded twen- 
ty-three knots she was to have a certain pro- 
mium for every quarter knot of such excess. 
She actually develged asthe mean of a 
three hours run, 22.52 knots. But the 
Ericsson is guaranteed to make 24 Knots, 
which is doing pretty well for a start in the 
Mississippi Valley’s contribution to the new 
navy. 

The Governors and all the r ot the 
valley may well take a local, as well as 
national pride in the launch ofthis boat, 
which, to use Secretary Tracy’s words, 
represents ‘‘a new and important step in the 
development of the resources of this coun- 
try for purposes of naval ship building. 
Hitherto the work has been done almost 
wholly on the Atlantic and Pacific seaboards. 
Many rolling mills and shops in the interior, 
especially in Pennsylvania, Ohio and IIlinols, 
have performed a share of the work, Dut the 
shipbuilding has been done on the coast. The 
construction of torpedo boats on the Upper 
— . — however, opens up great possi- 
bilities for development in this direction in 
the heart of the country.“ 

The hoped-for success of the Ericsson 
should certainly stimulate this development. 
The contract for this boat requires that she 
shall be delivered at the Pensacola Navy 
Yara, in the Gulf of Mexico, and the 
risk of getting her down the Mississippi 
is therefore assumed by the builders; As her 
naval draught amidship is only /4% 
there will be no difficulty abou 
water enough, especially by chopsing the 
right time ofthe year forthe voyage. More 
trouble, it is thought, may res 
sharp bends of the Upper Missis 
her length, which is 150 feet o 
water line, but there is no reason) to appre- 
hend insuperable difficulty on that score, 

The Ericsson was built nder the 
act of June 80, 1890, which fixed 
her speed at twenty-four knots and the 
cost of her hulland machinery t $125,000. 
The high speed obtained by some foreign 
torpedo boats seemed to make this demand 
mot excessive. The first bidding for her 
called out proposals from two firms. The 
Herreshoff, the buiiders of the Cushin, 
proposed one boat of 140 tons for 3 28, 000, but 
with an addition for galvanizing the bottom, 
which could not be allowed under the act of 
Congress, while their other bid was 
for a 112?-ton boat, to cost $93,000, 
with $5, 000 extra for galvanizing. 
The Cowles Engineering Co. of Brooklyn 
proposed a 120-ton boat, with triple expan- 
sion engines, to cost $119,940. 

Mr. Tracy concluded not to accept either 
bid, but instead increased her size and other- 
wise changed her plans. New bids were 
called for and were opened Aug. 26, 1891. Only 
two were submitted, both on the department 
plans. The Oowles Co. offered to bulld a 
vessel for $117,490, and the Iowa Iron Works 
for $118,600. To the latter, accordingly, the 
contract was duly awarded. The vessel was to 
be constructed wholly of domestic material, 
and the stipulation was she was to be com- 
pleted within twelve months from the sign- 
ing of the contract, oron Oct. 8, 1892, so that 
she is long over due. 

The length of this boat on normal load 
water lineis 150 feet, its extreme breadth 
15.62 feet, its normal draught amidships 4.75 
feet, its indicated horse-power 1,800, its 
speed at normal displacement 24 
knots. Provision is made for premi- 
ums ranging from 32,800 to $3,500 for each 
quarter knot above the guarantee, with cor- 
responding deductions for deficiencies. Mo- 
tive power of the Ericsson is deriv ed from 
two coll or tubulous boliers and 1s trahs- 
mitted through two screws, one slightly in 
advance of the other, though not over- 
lapping, and actuated by two vertical, in- 
verted, four-cylinder, quadraple expansion, 
direct acting engines, with cylinder 
diameters of 114%, 16, 214% and 80 inches res- 
8 with a common stroke of 16 inches. 

he propelling and circulating pump 
engines will have about 1,800 indicated 
horse power, with the main 
engines making about 412 revolutions per 
minute. ‘ihe main valves will be of the 
piston type, except the low pressure cylin- 
ders, which will be fitted with slide valves. 
The two boilers will each be in water-tight 
compartment, the encines between them. 

The armament will consist of one fixed 
tube in the bow, two diverging tubes in a 
training circle uft, and four one- pounder 
machine guns. The tubes are for the new 
18-inch Whitehead torpedoes. In giving 
these details Mr. Wilson, formerly chief 
naval constructor, adds that he ‘‘considers 
it a source of congratulation that it should 
be possible to build vessels of this class at a 
point so far removed from the seaboard, and 
where, in time of war, torpedo boats under 
construction would be safe from the attacks 
of an enemy’s fieet.’’ And this, on „the 
whole, isoneotthe chief pointsto observe 
in regard to the Ericsson.

The Singular Case Reported tothe Police 
Yesterday by Midwife Emerich—Boh!)- 
mann Relates Why He Believed Miss 
Brown’s Child Belonged to His Wife— 
Mrs. Bohlmann’s Statement. 


A strange story was related to Chief of Po. 
lice Harrigan yesterday by a midwife named 
Mrs. Isabel Emerich of 1435 North Twelfth 
street. The midwife said that in the latter 
part of April Mrs. Bernard Rohlmann of 1817 
Montgomery street called on her and re- 
quested her to devise some means of settling 
a maternal difficulty that had caused much 
family trouble. Mrs. Rohlmann told 
her, she said, that though she 
had been married several years she 
had never borne her husbandachild. This, 
she said, had caused her much anxiety and 
considerable annoyance, and she earnestly 
begged the midwife to help her. 

Atthe time, Mrs. Emerich said, she had tn 
her house a young girl named Laura 
Brown, who lived in Greenwood, 
III., and who claimed that she had been 
ruined by a conductor Onthe Olive street 
railway. She was about to becomea mother, 
and Mrs. Emmerich said that she conceiveda 
plan of providing a home for Miss Brown’s 
unborn child, and fat the same 
time satisfying the parental desires of 
Mr, Rohimann. The midwife disclosed her 
plans to Mrs. Rohimann and she claimed that 
the latter entered into the scheme, Miss 
Brown consenting to give up the child. 

GOT THE CHILD. 

When the young woman gave dirth to her 
child, Mrs. Emerich says she  noti- 
fled Mrs. Rohimann andthe latter called 
at her house in a carriage and took the child 
away. Mrs. Emerich said that Mrs. Rohl- 
mann agreed to pay her for her care of Miss 
Brown, who in due time recovered and se- 
cured a position as a domestic with a dress- 
maker on Washington avenue, 
midwife stated that though 
sent Mrs. Rohlmann her bill of $35 on 
account of Miss Brown, she refused to pay it 
or to give up the child. 

She said that things reMainedin this con- 
dition until last night when Mr. Rohlmann, 
who had discovered the deception practiced 
upon him, called on her and threatened 
to have her sent to the penitentiary. 

The midwife said she did not intend to 4 
wrong in giving Mrs. Rohimann the child and 
stated that she wanted to explain matters to 
the police. She was told she had nothing to 


fear.

1 paid her $13 and told her 
she would have to wait for the rest. 
I don’t see why she should charge 

now.’’ Further questioning showed 
that the objection onthe part of the Rohl- 
manns was as to the amount of the mia 
wife’s bill. There is no quarrel between 
them overthe ruse by which the husband 
was fooled, and they seem equally proud of 
the baby of which they boasted as being 
dig and fat and pretty.

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THE PASSING STORM. 


It is apparent that the depression has 
reached bed-rock and that a reaction from 
the July panic of 1893 must soon set in. 
The ascertained solvency of nearly all the 
banks that have been temporarily closed 
by runs, and of the business firms forced 
to suspend by inability to borrow on un- 
questioned security, is of itself enough to 
convince all sensible people that a ground- 
less scare is the principal cause of thestrin- 
gency that has done all the mischief. 

In one week from to-morrow Congress 
will be in session and all doubts of its 
willingness to repeal or suspend the silver 
purchase law in response to the singularly 
unanimous demand of the business men of 
the country will soon be dispelled, to- 
gether with the fear of further contraction 
through the exportation of our gold. 
An export movement of our products 
greatly exceeding that of one year 
ago is already bringing back the 
gold that has left us, and the prevailing 
panic prices must soon bring itall back. 
When they see it coming back our own 
hoarders will be tempted by low prices to 
reinvest and restored confidence will again 
make all the money in the country availa- 
ble for legitimate business purposes.

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“CHRISTIAN SO0CIOLOGY.”’ 


There has lately been inaugurated at 
Chautauqua an ‘‘Institute of Christian 
Sociology.’’ Its president is Richard T. 
Ely, a socialistic scholar of very consider- 
able prominence, and among his associates 
in the work are Washington Gladden, Ly- 
man Abbott, Josiah Strong, President 
Low of Columbia College and President 
Tucker of Dartmonth, Rev. Henry Hop- 
kins of Kansas City, Rev. S. M. Crothers 
of St. Paul, Rev. James A. Brande of 
Oberlin and Chancellor Canfield of the 
University of Nebraska. All good men, 
some of them exceptionally good for the 
business in hand; it now remains to be 
seen what they will do and how they will 
do it. Oertainly there is nothing better 
worth doing, and doing well, than the 
task they have undertaken. 
By ‘‘Christian Sociology,’’ we under- 
stand, is meant the principles and prac- 
tices of Jesus Christ, as applied to human 
society. What these principles and prac- 
tices are is set forth with sufficient plain- 
ness in the four gospels, and for all practi- 
cal purposes are embodied in the sermon 
on the mount. Whoever will read and in- 
wardly digest the fifth, sixth and seventh 
chapters of Matthew will know the soci- 
ology which Christ endeavored to estab- 
lish,and which He believed would, when 
established, be the veritable kingdom of 
God on earth. More than 1,800 years have 
passed since that sermon was delivered, 
and to all human appearance Christian 
Sociology is no nearer an accomplished 
fact now than then. We read about it, 
talk aboutit, preach about it—do every- 
thing but practice it. Ofall the so-called 
„Christian nations, not one has ever at- 
tempted to do so, and there is not one in 
which such attempt, if seriously made by 
the Government, would not produce an in- 
stantaneous and violent revolution. 
Whatever Christianity may be, it certainly 
is not the religion of Christ, that is, if we 
may judge by its fruits in Christian so- 
ciety. The tremendous difference between 
the Ideal, which He held up for the 
world’s imitation, and the Real we see 
around us to-day proves that Jesus was 
but little farther in advance of the social 
ethics of his generation than He is of ours. 
It is an encouraging sign, therefore— 
although we are not especially hopeful in 
regard to the outcome—when a body of 
Christain men organize for the express 
purpose of studying Christian Sociology as 


taught and exemplified by Jesus Christ. 
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ble panacea for the innumerable ills which 
afflict society. Even if no very substan- 
tial and permanent good results from the 
discussions of the Institute, the time 
and trouble expended will be a far better 
investment for all concerned than such 
heresy hunts as have lately oceupied the 
attention of certain branches of the 
church. Whatever emphasizes the infi- 
nite inferiority of Creed to Deed is a rare 
blessing; and a rarer, grander blessing it 
will be when we recognize the immortal 
truth that 
Our little systems have their day; 
They have their day and cease to be— 


They are but broken lights of Thee, 
And Thou, O Lora, art more than they. 


RIGHTS OF WAR. 


Discussing the right of France to block- 
ade the port of Bangkok,a New York paper 
which prides itself upon keeping in touch 
with international affairs says that France 
has that right, but it is a war, not a 
peace right. It belongs only to a 
belligerent in time of hostilities. The 
blockade is distinctively a war measure. 
Its establishment must follow, not pre- 
cede, a declaration of war. In conclusion 
it asserts that war has not been declared 
against Siam, and ‘‘until it is declared 
France will not become a belligerent, and 
hence not clothed with the belligerent 
right of establishing a blockade against 
neutrals.’’ 

The formal declaration of war has long 
since fallen into disuse. Modern usage 
and international law do not recognize it 
as necessary Inter- communication be- 
tween nations of modern times is so gen- 
éral and rapid through ordinary means of 
information and 2evernmental representa- 
tives that the custpm of declaring war 
has become obsolete. A nation may take 
any steps to resent an insult or redress an 
injury that it sees fit without interference 
from others. This step may be an act of 
belligerency and may constitute an essen- 
tial declaration of war. Common courtesy, 
however, requires that it notify the nation 
toward which it contemplates hostility of 
its changed teeling in some way. This 
may be done by merely withdrawing its 
representative and refusing further inter- 
course. 

When the contemplated act of war may 
effect the cqmmercial or other interests oi 
non-belligerent nations, courtesy requires 
that they be given sufficient notice in or- 
der to prepare for changed conditions and 
avoid offense and damage. France had given 
this notification in the case of the proposed 
blockade and, hence, was at liberty to ex- 
ercise the war right without interference 
from neutrals. She virtually declared war 
against Siam when she withdrew her Min- 
ister and announced the blockade. As 
Sir Edward Gray saidin the House of com- 
mons, The blockade would be an act of 
belligerency.’’ 

But it is urged that the constitutional 
right to declare war is vestedin the French 
Chamber of Deputies, which had adjourned 
without doing so. The French Chamber 
had delegated full power to the Ministry, 
but even if this should be invalid and war 
unconstitutional without the Chamber’s 
consent, the attitude of France in the eyes 
of other powers could not be affected in 
the slightest degree. They would not 
bother about her internal arrangements, 
An outward act of war would make her 
belligerent and invest her with all the 
rights of war. 


. 
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A NOBLE FAILURE, 

In Minneapolis a few dayssince died 
Benjamin F. Clark, aged 71 years. He was 
anative of New England and resided in 
that section until he .reached manhood. 
There, and at a later day in Washington, D. 
C., he took an active part in the political 
movements out of which grew the Repub- 
lican party, and was identified with that 
party until his death. The only claim, 
however, which Mr. Clark has upon public 
notice lies in the single fact that he was a 
member of The Brook Farm Institute of 
Agriculture and Education’’—a notable 
experiment in ‘‘plain living and high 
thinking’’ which richly deserved success, 
though it failed. 

The head and front, brainandright arm, 
of this splendid failure was George Ripley 
(1802-1880), than whom America has pro- 
duced few better or wiser men. He was 
graduated at the head of hisclass at Har- 
vard in 1828; then spent three years in the 
divinity school of that college, and in 1826 
was ordained pastor of a new Unitarian 
society in Boston. Mr. Ripley did not 
confine his intellectual and moral forces to 
the pulpit. He was a deep student of 
philosophy, an active sympathiser 
with political and social reformers, 
and a champion of advanced opin- 
ion in all departments. A _ disciple 
of what is known as the intui- 
tional school,“ the first meeting 
of the afterward famous ‘‘Transcendental’’ 
Club was held in his house in September, 
1836. This brought him fnto close associa- 
tion with Emerson, Parker, Margaret Ful- 
ler and others of that brilliant circle 
from which directly and indirectly, so 
much of the great and good has come—and 
is stillcoming. In 1840, in conjunction 
with Emerson and Miss Fuller, he estab- 
lished the Dial, a philosophical journal on 
transcendental lines, which did not long 
survive, but while it lived made a mark 
not yet entirely obliterated. 

The desire of Ripley ahd his friends to 
bring their principles to} the test of prac- 
tical experience was responsible for Brook 
Farm. Long before Br. Channing had 
dreamed of an assgClation in which the

ual growth.“ Ty Brook Farm Institute, | 
located at West Roxbury Boston, 
aimed to estabish an ‘agricultural, 
literary and  sientific school, in 
order, as its dunders said, to live 
a religious and goral lite worthy the 
name.’’ In otherwords, it was an experi- 
ment in what is nw called ‘‘Christian So- 
ciology.’® After six years’ trial—from 
1841 to ’47—it faild, for the simple and

Some say that the Immortal J. N.,“ 
surnamed The Philosopher, is dead; oth- 
ers, that heis alive, but it matters lit- 
tle.

Noone whoever met the tall, gaunt, 
long-haired and unwashed creature who 
wandered from newspaper office to news- 
paper office, seeking tolift the veil from 
the face of truth and remove the pressure 
of wrong and error which crushes the 
world doubted that he was a crank. 


But are not all true hilosophers 
regarded as cranks? He had all the marks 


of an evangelof Truth. He had a mission 
to which he devoted his life. He cared 
nothing for opinion, He took no thought 
for the morrow—what he should eat, what 
he should drink, what he should wear or 
wherewithal he should get from place to 
place. He trusted in Truth to supply him 
with food, lodging, clothing and transpor- 
tation. His implicit fafth was amply re- 
warded. The recognition of Truthin him 
brought all of these things. He had a life 
pass, with free board, to the ends of the 
earth and return, 

J. N. 's philosophy is simple and sub- 
lime. It is sublime in its simplicity. It 
embraces two cardinal points, viz., that 
truth must prevail, the world cannot re- 
sist it, andthat to get at the truth we 
must view a subject from every stand- 
point. The only thing necessary, accord- 
ing to J. N., to finda peaceable basis of ad- 
justing all differences was to recognize that 
the other fellow was right from his stand- 
point; in short, to put yourself in his place. 
This was the lever of truth with which J. 
N. believed he could crush wrong and move 
the earth. 

The peculiar mission of J. N.—the 
mission which made him a wandering 
crank—was to apply this principle to the 
North and South, 


universal application. All 
human differences may be put in the way 
of harmonious adjustment by it. It is the 
essential principle of charity. 

So, although the wheels rumbled and 
rattled and made discordant noises in poor 
old J. N.’s head, ‘they rattled on the right 
road. The jangled bells of his mind gave 
one clear, true note, The North and South 
have nearly come to the J. N. philosophy. 
The whole world must come to it if it 
walks in the path of progress. As the 
embodiment of his philosophy J. N. can- 
not die- he is the immortal J. N.

Dis not not what we get per 
hur, but what we are able to earn during 
the year that tells. For example, eight 
months isa fair average that a carpenter Is 
employed during the year, amounting to 
$667.75. Average rent,$13 per three rooms (no 
bath) twelve months, $156; eatables and fuel 
alone $20 per month, twelve months, $240; 
total, 396, which leaves a balance of $271.75 
to pay the various expenses connected with 
mere existence ina famliy with three chil- 
dren, such as clothing, moving, medicine 
and all other incidentals. 

With families limited to the above amount 
and no means to pay for household help even 
in sickness, thousands have this same ex- 
perience, and the writer is one of them for 
the past twelve years.

WILL PETITION CONGRESS. 
DENVER, Colo., July 29.—A memorial to

Anyone who visited 
London prior to the removal of Temple Bar

ot last century it has been in the possession 
of Lord Jersey’s family, the fifth Earl havin 
married the daughter and sole heiress o 
Robert Childs, the banker. 

Lord Jersey isa grandson of the famous 
statesman, Sir Robert Peel, and after having 
held the position of Lord-in- Waiting to the 
Queen, accepted a few years ago the office of 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief of the 
Australian colony of New South Wales, 
where he was brought into disagreeable 
contact with the Prime Minister of that de- 
pendency. Sir George Dibbs—the same gen- 
tleman who last year @Xpressed himself 80 
very freely and offensively regarding our 
institutions, consigning America and Amert- 
cans to everlasting perdition. 

So delicate and refined a man as the Earl 
naturally experienced some Cifficulty in work. 
ing in accord with a statesman of the calibre 
of Sir George Dibbs, Who had graduated in 
one of Her Majesty's jails, where he spent 
an entire year working out a term of im- 
prisonment with hard labor. Previous to 
Sir George's departure for England matters 
were bad enough, but when he returned, 
after having been benighted by the Queen

WASHINGTON, D. O., July 20.—Additional 
Gisclosures have been made to-day inthe 
Matter of illegal rerating aud increase of 
pensioners under Corporal Tanner, which 
render almost insignificang the astonishing 
Gisclosures already related in these dis- 
patches. It now appears thatthe fallure of 
both Tannerand kaum to take action upon 
the opinions rendered by Assistant secretary 
Bussey and his aides as to the legal charac- 
ter of the rerating and increases, both of the 
Pension office employes and other pension- 
in allowing nearly 
to draw largely in- 
creased allowances for the past four 
‘years. Theso increases have averaged at 
least $00 each per annum, making an aggre- 
gate of about $1,000,000 taken from the 
Treasury without authority of law and after 
the practical readjudiciation of the claims 
involved. This estimate does not, of course, 
include the enormous sums paid these pen- 
sioners for illegal reratings, which, in the 
Opinion of the Attorney-General, it was not 
practiciable to receive. Since the disclos- 
ures by the commission appointed to investi- 
gate reratings it has been taken for granted 
that these pensioners were restored to their 
legal status, but it now appears that no at- 
tempt whatever has been made to execute 
the law and that, bad it not been for the dis- 
closures made, this state of affairs might 
have continued indefinitely.

The Intelligent Men of the South Sar the 
Law Must Be Wipea Out Before It Be- 
comes Further Responsible for Much 
of Our Financia! and Business Depres- 
gon A complete Change of Sentiment 
— Financial Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.— Half a dozen Con- 
gressmen have arrived in Washington and 
the programme to be pursued at the coming 
session is the chief topic of discussion here. 
The publication of President Cleveland's 
plan for attacking the silver question and 
the tariff is attracting much attention 
among the newly arrived members and 
hearty approval of itis shown on all sides, 
Representative Josian Patterson of the 
Tenth Tennessee District said to-day: 

Undoubtedly the Sherman act will be re- 
pealed by the House of Representatives. I 
cannot speak forthe Senate. The President 
has asked for it. Even were menibers in- 
disposed tocomply with his wishes, I think 
that the sentiments of their constituents 
would force them to vote for sound money. 
Go to any intelligent man in the South and 
he will tell you that the Sherman act 
should be wiped out before it becomes 
responsible for much of the depression 


from which the country is suffering. Goto 
any farmer who has had neither the time 
nor opportunity to study the question and he 
will probably be unable to give you any rea- 
son why ne desires repeal beyon1 the fact 
that the President has said it would be wise. 
‘I am willing to trust the President,’ he 
will say. For myself, 1 can say that 
Mr. Cleveland has not dope anythin 
that I do not indorse, and wil 
support the Administration so far as 
lies in my power. I think that the sentiment 
of the South is much changed upon the ques- 
tion of finance. A year ago the people were 
strongly in for silver but we are wedded toit 
no longer. Iknowthatin my own district, 
when I announced my beliefs they met with 
almost universal indorsement. The people 
believe that Mr. Cleveland is right. No 
man inthe present generation has enjoyed 
so thoroughly the confidence of the masses, 
It is possible—barely possibie—that with an 
international agreement silver might be 
maintained upon a parity with gold. With- 
out such agreement it would be an impossl- 
bility. I think the voters are coming to 
realize this very rapidly. After the repeal is 
accomplished some subsequent legislation 
will probably be necessary., but I am 
for wiping out the Sherman act first and 
attending to the other matters afterwards. 
Ido not think that in attaining this end the 
friends of sound money will meet with halt 
the trouble that has been predicted by the 
press and silver orators. Ihe South, of all 
sections of the country, should favor the 
single, unchangeable standard. Since the 
last zun was fired at Appomattox that 
section has produced 5,000,000, 000 of 
dollar’s worth of cotton over and above the 
amount used in this country. When every 
spindle in America has been supplied, at 
least two-thirds of our product must De sent 
abroad and soldin the open markets ofthe 
world. It seems to me that the people who 
grow this cotton should, more tban al oth- 
ers, wish a fixed standard of value of 
which they would certainly not get 
much the worst of it in the 
end. I believe with Mr. Whitney, however, 
that proper and complete relief will never be 
furnished the country until taxation is 
equalized, and to that end I favor a proper 
readjustment ofthe tariff and the enforce- 
ment ofanincometax. ISee no reason why 
men worth millions should be allowed to 
contribute little or nothing to the mainten- 
ance of the Government, wuen they 
expect the Government to protect 
them and their property. I am per- 
suaded that the coming session will be 
the longest in the history of the national 
Congress, as there is much to do outside of 
an abrogation of the Sherman act, but with 
both the legislative and executive branches 
in the hands of a Democratic majority much 
good will result. lam confident that we will 
be able to get together in proper fashion.’’ 

Congressman E. V. Brookshire of Indiana, 
who is one of the recent arrivals here, said 
to-night: ‘**‘Noone questions the advisabil- 
ity of giving special attention ata time to 
one thing u order ofachieve the best and 
promptest results, but I think the tariff ques- 
tion suould not be lost sight ofeven at the 
outset and it seems tome that mucn might 
be done in the way of investigation while the 
silver problem is being solved. 
The Sherman law must re- 
pealed; there is no question about 
that.

There is 
no doubt, however, thatthe Sherman law is 
in a very considerable degree to blame for 
the present stringency and every good 
Democrat should be anxious for its repeal. 
After the law has been wiped out I wish to 
see a bill like the Biand-Allison propos! 
tion, providing for the Peo by the 
Secretary of the Treasury of from two to four 
Millions per month of silver bullion to be 
coined into dollars worth one hundred cents 
each. Our people are not han aca, ov give up 
the use of silver as money. ‘ith one- 
twenty-fifth of the population of the world 
we produce two-fifths of its silver, which 
gives us a natural advantage which the peo- 
0 are not willing to part with. 

0 can re-establish our Silver 
coina on a ratio of, say 
21 to 1. We will have the help of England in 
carrying the burden, for England is now 
about to guarantee the Indian rupee at the 
rate of one shilling and four pence, which is 
I believe, equal to a ratio ot 21 to i.

at Khone. M. Develle at once informed 
Premier Dupuy of the decision and the 
President of the council summoned the Min- 
isters, but as only five were in town a formal 
council could not be held. They exchanged 
views and M. Develle then left for Marly-le- 
Roy, Carnot’s summer residence, to inform 
the President of the Republic of Siam’s sub- 
mission, 

Shortly after Prince Vadhanya’s visit this 


morning. Lord Dufferin called on M. Develle. 
Neither the English embassy nor the French 
foreign ministry has up to this 
time given any indication of 
the subject of the interview.

Lorpor, July 29.—To-day France assented 
to England’s demand that the blockade of 
Siam should in no way interfere with British 
commerce.

TERMS OF THE ULTIMATUM, 

The terms proposed by France and which 
constituted the ultimatum of that country to 
Siam are: 

1. A recognition of the rights of Annam 
and Cambodia on the left or eastern bank of 


the Me. Kong River as far north as the twen- 
ty-third parallel of latitude. 

2. The evacuation within a monthof the 
torts held by the Slamese on the east bank 
of the river. 

8. Full satisfaction for various Siamese ag- 
gressions against French ships and French 
sallorson the Menam River. 

4. The punishment of the culprits and pro- 
vision for the pecuniary indemnity of the 
victims, 

5. An indemnity of 2,000,000 francs for 
pm age damages sustained by French sub- 

ects, 

6. The immediate deposit of 8,000,000 francs 
to guarantee the payment of the fourth and 
fifth claims, or tune assignment of the taxes 
in certain districts in lieu of the deposit of 
8,000,000 francs. 

This was sent on July 19 and forty-eight 
hours were allowed for Siam toanswer it. 
On July 21 M. Pavie, the French Minister at 
Bangkox, presented the ultimatam to Prince 
Devawongso, the Slamese Foreign Minister. 
On July 23 Siam replied, stating that the King 
was at a loss to understand what the rights 
of Annam and Cambodia were on the left 
bank of the Mekong River. The King ex- 
pressed his willingness to abandon all the 
territories over which the existence of these 
rights could be proven, and called attention 
tothe fact that five months previously be 
had proposed to submit all the contested 
territorial questions to international arbi- 
tration. In the interests of peace, however, 
the King offered to surrender the territory as 
far north as the sixteenth degree of latitude, 
but no farther, and proposed that the Islands 
in the Me-Kong River be used in common by 
Siam and France. All the other points of the 
ultimatum were conceded. 

This answer was not satisfactory to France, 
and subsequently M. Pavie withdrew from 
Kangkok on a gunboat and the French war- 
ships inthe Menam River weit to Si-Chang, 
an Island near the head of the Gulf of Siam, 
where they joined the French fleet under the 
command of Admiral Humann. France then 
determined to blockade the Siamese coast. 
There isa serious doubt as to the time the 
blockade was to be made effective. The 
French Government informed the British 
Government it would begin July 31, but the 
British Minister at Bangkok later informed 

British Foreign Office that it

France is nota colanizing nation, and is 
not likely to be until the habits of its people 
are changed, for to become colonizers a peo- 
ple must be either very prolie or must suf 
fer from such oppression at home that home 
becomes intolerable to them, The 
French are not prolific, and they 
are better off than any other 
people of Continental Europe. But having a 
popular government and a press that is 
boundto commend itself to the people of 
Paris, itisnow attemptingto revive a colo- 
nial policy in which it has several times 
failed, the reason for the attempt being a 
rivalry with Germany carefully kept alive by 
the Parisian press. 

Germany has sufficient reason for attempt- 
ing to become a colonial power. Like the En- 
glish, the Germans are very prolific, and 
they are so misgoverned under the imperial 
system that to thousaads of them every year 
home becomes intolerable. It is, then, with 
good reason that the Emperor has attempted 
to find some outlet for them through which 
they may be retained in colonial dependence 
on the empire ratherthan surrendered out- 
rightto the republics of North and South

Maupassant Was th Most Fortunate 
and Most Unf-rtunte cf Men — His 
First Appearance 5 Gustave Flau- 
bert’s. 
|

Paris, July 19.—On theuday of the inter- 
ment of Guy de Maupasant’s body in the 
Mount Parnasse Cemeter at Paris, Emile 
Zola delivered the followig oration at the 
grave: : 

It is in the name of thi Societe des Gens 
de Lettres ana of the Seietie des Auteurs 
Dramatiques that I am jere. But I hope 1 
may be allowed to spek in the name of 
French literature and hat I may come 
to render a last tributito Guy de Man- 
passant, not as a confrte, but as a com- 
panion in arms, an elder other, a friend. 

I made Maupassant’s icquaintance eigh- 
teen or twenty years agokt Gustave Flau- 
bert’s. I see him still young, with his 
bright and laughing eyes,gilent in the mas- 
ter’s presence, with an al ot filial modesty. 
He listened to us during t® whole afternoon, 
hardly venturing a word bm time to time; 
but about this solid boy, 1 his frank and 
open face, there was an of such happy 
ga ſety, of such courage life, that we all 
loved him for the breath health he brought 


us. Headored violent exercise; legends of 
surprising feats were currmt regarding him 
even then. Tbe idea neter occurred to us 
that he could ever show any talent. 

„And then burst upon the world ‘Boule de 
Sur,“ that masterpiece, that perfect work of 
tenderness, irony and valor, In his first 
work he gave the decisive stroke, clussing 
himself among the mastes. This was one of 
our great joys,fcrhe became our brother, 
the brother ofall of us who had seen him 
grow up without suspectiég his genius. And 
from that day he went og producing witha 
masterly abundance, ceftainly,and power 
that made us all marvel. He was a contrib- 
utor to several journals, Jales and novelettes 
followed one another, infinite in their varie- 
ty, all admirable in their perfection, each 
bringing a complete little comedy or tragedy ; 
opening a window suddealy upon life. It 
made one laugh and cry and think to read 
him. I might cite some of those short stories 
which contain in a few pages the very pith of 
the big books which other novelists cer- 
tainiy would have written. But I should 
have to eſte them all. And are not certain of 
them already classics, like a fable of La 
Fontaine or a tale of Voltaire? 

Maupassant desired to extend his scope, 
as an answer to those who insisted that he 
Was a specialist, capable only of the novel- 
ette, and with that tranoull energy, that 
facility born of good health, which charac- 
terized him, he wrote superb novels, in 
which all the qualities of the story 
teller reappeared as ff enlarged and 
affirmed dy the passion of life. The 
breath had come to him, that great 
human breath which creates moving and 
living works. From Une Vie’’ to Notre 
Ceeur,’’ passing through ‘‘Bel Ami.“ the 
‘*Maison Tellier’’ and Fort Comme la 
Mort,’’ there is always the same strong, 
simple vision of existence, a flawless analy- 
sis, a tranquil fashion of saying everything, 
a sort of healthy and generous frankness 
which conquers all hearts, and I wish even to 
give a place apart to ‘‘Pierre et Jean,“ 
which is, in my opinion, the marvel, the 
rare jewel, the work of truth and grandeur 
which cannot be surpassed. 

‘*What struck us, who followed Maupas- 
sant with all our sympathy, was this prompt 
conquest of hearts. He had only to appear 
and tell his stories and at once the fondness 
ofthe great public went out to him. Made 
famous in a day he was not even discussed; 
smiling happiness seemed to have taken him 
by the hand to lead him to any height to 
which he might wish to ascend. I certainly 
do not know agother such example of fortu- 
nate beginnin of swift success unanimously 
accorded. From him everything was ac- 
cepted; that which, fowing from another’s 
pen, would have shocked, was passed over 
with a smile. He satisfied all minds, he 
touched all feelings, and we had this extra- 
ordinary spectacie of a frank and robust 
talent imposing itself at one stroke, without 
any compromise on the admiration, the af.- 
fection even, of this pudlte of letters, of this 
average public which ordinarily makes orig- 
inal artists pay so dearly for the right to 
grow apart. 

The whole Har genius of Maupassant 
is found in the explanation of this phenome- 
non. If he has been understood and loved 
from the first, itis because he manifested the 
French soul, the best gifts and qualities of 
the race. He was understood because he was 
clearness, simplicity, moderation and force, 
He was loved because be bau the laughing 
goodness, the profound satire, which, by a 
miracle, is not malicious, the brave gayety 
which persists even beneath tears. He 
belonged to the great line which we can 
trace from the stammerings of our language 
down to the present days his ancestors were 
Rabelais, Montaigne, oliere, La Fontaine, 
the strong and the clear, those who are the 
reason and light of our literature. His read- 
ers and admirers were not mistaken, they 
went instinctively to this limpid and flowin 
spring, to this humor of thought an 
style which satisfied their need. And they 
were grateful, even tO & pessimistic writer 
for giving them this happy sensation of 
balance and vigor inthe perfect clearness of 
his works.

He had every 
sort ofjuck, even that of making no one 
jealous of his prompt victory, for he kept 
the hearts which he had won; not one of his 
friends of the first hour suffered from his for- 
tune, so sincere and cordial a companion did 
he remain, It seemed very natural that fate 
should shower her favors upon him;one felt 
marching ahead of him only the beneficent 
fairies that strew the route with flowers, u 
to the crowning apotheosis in an advance 
old age. We especiaily congratulated our- 
se'ves upon his’ health, which seemed un- 
shakable; we 14 — him, and justly, 
the best poised temperament of our litera- 
ture, the clearest mind, the healthiest 
reason. And then it was that the frightful 
thunderbolt destroyed him. 

He, great God! He struck with madness! 
All this happiness, all this health, disappear- 
ing at one stroke in this abomination! There 
was here a turn of life so sudden, an abyss so 
unexpected,that the hearts which loved him, 
his thousands of readers, have maintained a 
sort of sorrowful fraternity, a ten-fold and 
bleeding tenderness. I do not mean to say 
that his glory needed this tragic end, this 
profound re-echoing in human minds; but 
his memory, since he has suffered this horri- 
ble torture, has taken on within us a sort of 
majesty of sovereign sadness which lifts it to 
the 22 ofthe martyrs of thought. Out. 
side of his glory as a writer, he will remain as 
one of the men who have been the most for- 
tunate and the most unfortunate that have 
lived, the man in whom we feel the hope and 
the Gespair of humanity, the adored, spoiled 
brother disappearing amid tears. 

And, besides, who can say that sorrow 
and death did not know whatthey were do- 
tng? 8 Maupassant who, in fifteen 
years, had published nearly twenty volumes, 
might live and treble this number and fila 
whole shelf ina library with his own books. 
But, shalliIsay it —I am sometimes seized 
with a melancholy anxiety in view ofthe 
vast productiveness of our epoch. Yes, here 
are long and conscientious achievements, 
many ooks piled up, a beautiful example 
of persistent toil. But then, these are very 
heavy loads for giory,and the memory of 
men does not like to burden itself with such a 
weight. Ofthese gigantic works there has 
remained but a few pages. Who knowsitf 
immortality is not rather a novelette of 300 
lines, the fable or the tale which the scholars 
of future centuries will transmit as the un- 
assallable example of classic perfection! 

And, gentiemen, though that should be 
the glory of Maupassant, it would still be the 
most certain and solid of glories. Let him 
— then, his good sleep, so dearly bought, 
con ding in thetriumphant health of the 
work which he leaves! It will live; it will 
make him live. Wewho have known him— 
we shall remain with hearts full of his robust 
and mournful image. And, as time goes on, 
those who shall Know bim only dy his works 
will love him for the eternal song of love 
which he has sung to Hife.

The Quarrel Between New York Custom- 
House Officials. 


NEw YorK, July 29.—Chinese Inspector 
Scharf wants to know what Collector Hen 
dricks means by ignoring him in the examin- 
ation of Chinese arriving at this port.

Among 
these, it is said, will be Lee Foy and Yung 
Laik, the two ex-interpreters exposed Fri- 
day as being engaged in 12 China- 
men. The Chinese Consul sent a letter to 
Collector Hendricks yesterday saying that he 
would issue no more certificates until the 
arrival of the Chinese Ambassador.

MALCOLM CAMERON, THE ASSAILANT,

His father, Hon. John R. Came „ came 
near being nominated for Govornpr at the 
last State convention. 

Malcom Cameron was arrested at 
his home by the Sheriff and refused to say 
anything further than that he was justified 
in his action. Roudebush was shot three 
times and is still alive, but cannot recover. 
He aiso refuses to talk, except to say that he 
had been guilty of no act of criminality. 

It is known that Cameron’s sister was in 
the parlor when the shooting began, and it 
is said that Cameron caught Roudebush in 
the attempt to kiss her. 

Cameron 1s still at home with his mother 
and sister, whoare prostrated by the occur- 
rence. Bond was accepted, though he 
offered to go to jail. His father is absent. 
Itis said that Roudebush told Cameron that 
whether he lived or died his lips were sealed, 
and as Cameron refuses to talk the affair re- 
mains shrouded in mystery.

SWEAT DOWN TO WEIGHT.

‘*What do you ride at to-day, Jimmy?’? 
‘*Ninety,’’ was the laconic answer. 
How much do you pull off?’’ 

Four pounds and no dinner will weigh me 
out all right,’’ drawled the slender form that 
lay lax and perspiring on the marble slab In 
the sweat room. It was ina Turkish bath 
establishment yesterday morning, and the 
chatter of the two jockeys woke the writer 
from a reverie he had fallen into as the heat 
of the apartment drove the effects of a mid- 
summer cold out through his pores.

It gets loose, slips off, and 
is generally bungling from superabundance 
of material. 
I have used the following described 


bandage for some years with much 
satisfaction, especially for fingers 


caught between bumpers in coupling 
cars. This bandage remains firm while the 
handisinuse. A man with a pinched finger 
often returns at once to work. 

Measure a piece of cloth twice the length of 
the finger, and cut square. Fold the cloth 
double, and cut as shown in Fig. 1. Open 
the bandage and place in position, as 
shown in Fig. 2, the hand tying palm down

on your knee. Then turn down the flap over 
the finger and tle the first set of tails over it 
in one knot, leaving the ends loose, to be 
covered by the tying of the second set ot 
taille. (See Fig. 3.) The remaining tails are 
tied in the same way, mating a double knot 
in the last set. In tying the tails draw them 
snug, but not tootight. This makes a neat, 
firm and very satisfactory bandage. When 
once used it will demonstrate its advantages.

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ty of bones which belonged to no less import - 
ant personages than the kings of France. 
The box in question was discovered recently 
by a student of ancient things while prowling 
about in one of the store-rooms of the Louvre, 
These store-rooms occupy the cellars and the 
upper portions of the great museum, and 
what they contain no human being knows. 
There are the accumulations of centurids, 
and among them was theinsignificant-looking 
box, stowed away ina corner, brown with 
years and neglect. ' 

What is that?’’ asked the antiquarian, to 
whom nothing was insigni@cant. 

That,“ answered the attendant, witha 
smile of contempt, ‘‘is a box full of old 
dones. 

Whose bones?“ 8 

The attendant shook his head. Neither he 
nor any one else connected with the museum 
had the remotest idea that this lot ot old 
bones’’ which they were treating as if they 
were as many broken bottles were the most 
precious roles of the rulers of 
France. But the antiquarian knew 
that he had made a find of 
inestimable importance, and, Utting 
the cover with trembling hands, took the 
bones one by one from the box, into which 
they had been thrown pell-mell, and laid 
them tenderly onthe table. Then he drew 
from his pocket a list bearing curious marks 
like hieroglyphics after each name. For a 
long time he compared the lst with the 
bones before him in silence, Tnen he sald: 

This immense shin bone belonged to 
Francois I.; here is the jaw bone of Catherine 
of Medici, and here is a tooth which has been 
separated from it in the many shakings this 
box has received. Here is the rib of Charles 
VII.; here two other ribs of Philippe le Bel 
and Louis XII.; here is the shoulder of 
Hugues Capet; here is. the thigh bone of 
Charles v. and the shin bone of Charles VI. 

There remained one bone in the box, 
blackened with age and crumDling away. 
After looking at it carefully for some min- 
utes the antiquarian pronounced it the shin 
bone of the Cardinal of Retz. 

The attendant listened to all this with star- 
ing eyes, and when the learned visitor had 
finished his investigations, he laid the bones 
back into the box with as much respect as if 
they had been made of solid gold. 

In a few days the news of this discovery 
spread through the city, and now all Paris 
is talking about it. The. Royalists are not 
the only ones shocked at the neglect which 
has thus been shown the relics of French 
Kings, including the Conqueror at Marignan, 
the founder of the Capet dynasty, the 
Father of the People, as Louis XII. was 
called, and the King who saved France from 
the English yoke. A common, but indignant 
cry is going Up that these bones, sacred, if 
anything Is sacred, receive a proper resting 
place and be not left to moulder away in the 
rubbish department of the Louvre, 

The history of these royal bones is curious, 
and the way in whichthey happen to-day to 
be thus neglected. The kings of France from 
time immemorial had been buried at Saint- 
Dennis, and there they might be lying still 
had not the sacrilegious hands of the French 
Revolution torn them from their tombs. It 
was in October, 1793, that the royal graves 
were thus despolled and the dones 
taken from them would probably have 
been scattered to the winds had 
not Alexandre Lenoir, who seems to 
have had the authority of inspector, saved 
the precious objects. These he subsequently 
bequeathed to his nephew, u. dru, the 
Mayor of Fontenay-aux-Rosses and the 
father of Ledru-Rollin. For many years 
these relics remained in the Ledru family, 
and Alexander Dumas in chapter (of his 
novel Les Mille et un Fantomes,’’ speaks of 
2 seen these bones at M. Ledru’s house 

After her husband’s death In 1834 Mme. Le- 
dru preserved the bones for several years in 
a well-made box, but seems finally to have 
concluded that it was as well to conceal the 
identity of these relics from her successors. 
Why she did this it is impossible to say. Per- 
haps she had reasons of her own for feeling 
bitter against the whole race of Kings; per- 
haps she thought no one would belleve her 
unsup ed word,and evidence was wanting 
to show that the bones were really what she 
knew them to be. So several years before 
her death she gave the box of bones, with no 
explanation, to her nephew, M. Le — 


Iis aunt, in giving him the bo 
simply that the bones might be u 
in his anatomical studies, and that when he 
had finished with them he could throw them 
away. Fortunately young Le Maire did not 
throw them away, but after drawing them in 
various positions put them care in the 
box and preserved them, just wh 5.

The banks are 
carrying a considerable portion of the 3,000,- 
000 bus in store, but there isa larger 
amount carried by capital that had the cash 
to invest and did not have to borrow a dollar 
from the banks than ever before known in 
this market. There was such 
a tremendous profit and such a safe 
investment in buying the actual wheat and 
selling Sept against it, that moneyed men,

Considering 
how wonderfully few and insignificant in 
amount the failures in the large grain cen- 
ters have been—none at allin this market 
by the way—the talent of the pits 
have eventually come out extraordinarily 
well. The bulls have not stood punishment 
but have taken to their heels at the 
slichtest note of danger, and many of them 
have scalped the short side successfully, 
probably with the idea of having some money 
on hand to buy with when the turn in the 
tide sets in. For some time past 
the bulls have been feeling for 
the bottom, a pleasant occupation 
at times, but of late fraught with a great 
deal of trouble and anxiety, and but few 
haveany long wheat on hand now, ihe 
country speculator is supposed to have lost 
a great deal of money through the decline, 
and through them some ofthe country banks 
that backed them.

Carriers have deen about the only buyers 
of cash No. 2 wheat.

Between financial convulsions, the demor- 
alization in wheat, a sick cash market and 
exceptionally fine crop prospects, there has 
been but one side to the market and a drop 
of 1%c in price was recorded, Yesterday Aug 
sold at Zinc, Sept at 85c and year at ssc, 
though at the close e was bid for 
Sept. It really appears asthough a special 
Providence was watching over the corn crop 
this season. Just when a spell of hot dry 
weather has lasted long enough torender the 
farmer andthe short uneasy, along comes 
Jupiter VPiluvius and gives the corn belt a 
glorious wetting. The crop and the short 
have beén rescued several times 
80 far by timely rains, Some 
complaints have been heard onthe score of 
army worm and other bug damage, besides 
some injury through hot, dry weather, 
but the average prospecis appear to be ex- 
cellent. It would not be surprising to see 
the next Government report place the con- 
dition on July las high as it was a month 
earlier. 
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The demand that has prevatied from ex- 

porters for corn has snapped short off. Only 
a short time ago, witha failure to their fod- 
der crops threatened, the forelgners could 
not buy too much corn onthis side, and the 
price was not much of an object. Since then 
Europe has had a few rains and at once 
ceased buying. This complete shut off 
of the export demand has hada dtsas- 
trous effect upon the cash article. When ex- 
porters were shapping up everything in 
sight the local buyer and shipper were eager 
to purchase, but since the foreigner quit the 
local trade almost quitalso. Keceipts were 
large — 665,295 bu against 502, 165 
bu the previous week and 223,160 
bu for corresponding week iast year— 
yet the stock did not increase much. It Is 
now 224.000 bu and half ot this is No 2.

Notwithstanding the great depression in 

wheat and corn and the wonderful decline 
in the former, oats have held up remark- 
ably well, in fact, are higher than a week 
ago. The cause for this can be found in the 
disappointingly small receipts, where a 
much larger run to the market had 
generally been looked for. The 
receipts for the week were 
only 117,889 bu, as compared to 113,675 during 
the week before and 164,46) the corresponding 
time last year. Shorts are becoming sone 
what alarmed, as reports from the country 
indicate that the old crop is pretty well 
cleaned up, and that farmers are stacking 
the new crop. There has also beon some 
damage reported by rust, and the qual 
ity of the new oats received has been 
rather poor. There is a shortage in July 
and shorts are becoming rather uneasy with 
cash oats at 27c, and it looks asif the month 
is going out hien. Speculation was small, as 
few could be found ready tosell, but at the 
same time there was not much demand. 
Yesterday Aug was salable at 22%c and Sept 
at22%c. There was a good call for cash 
oats, the limited offerings meeting with a 
good demand from shippers and local 
feeders, Noz selling at 27c, No 3 at ze, No3 
white at 4c and Noz white worth se. 
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Flour was carried down with wheat, but 
millers were enabled to book a fair amount 
of orders for foreign account, as they could 
meet the bids mads from abroad, which a 
week ago looked unreasonable and alto- 
gether out of line, and even make a good 
poet on some of the sales, owing to the 
argely reduced cost of the raw material.

There isnochange in ocean rates, and the 
firmness of ocean tonnage is checking bust 
ness toa considerable extent. Another un- 
favorable factor is the difficulty experienced 
in negotiating foreign exchange, the dif. 
ference between the best figure obtain- 
able a short time ago and the present 
rate of exchange amounting to about ica 
bbionfiour. The domestic trade was slow, 
there being little done in the way of stocking 
up, and jobbers are buying only as they need 
flour and their wants as usual during the 
summer months were very small. ship- 
ments during the week were 388,471 ppl.

The exports of wheat from American, 
Canadian, Russia and Indian ports for 
Europe for the 50 weeks ended July 22 were 
275 373.000 bu against 301.980, 000 bu for the 
corresponding time last year and 221,300,000 
bu two years ago. Since Jan 1 the exports 
from the above mentioned ports, Inclusive 
of Australia and Argentine have amounted 
to 174,957,(00 Du against 147,460,000 last year. 
The average weekly exports of wheat since 
Jan 1 has been 4,490,000 bu. 
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The Mark Lane Fxrpress says: Never before 
have prospects been so sick for the farmer as 
they are at the present time. Years of low 
prices are followed now by drought, Durning 
upthecrops and starving the cattle. The 
disaster of British agriculture is more wide- 
spread iu its ruin than the loss of at least 
twenty ships ke the Victoria. The loss in 
the two years of 19891 and 1892 was 418.000, 000, 
and this year it will be about 420,000, 000. This 
year, not only hay, but all the crops,are fall- 
ing so much that the disasterto the agricul- 
tural interest must represent nearly 50, 000, 


The Buenos Ayres Standard says that the 
exports of wheat from the Argentine for the 
current year will probably reach 24, 5%. 000 bu, 
against 17,825,000 bu in 1902 and 14,070,000 bu in 
18901. Estimates regarding the crop of wheat 
inthe Republic are very wide apart in the 
total, some estimating as high as 105,000,000 
bu from 12,000,000 acres of land, The Stand- 
ard thinks, however, that the acreage will 
not be more than 5,980,000 acres and the pro- 
duction 52,675,000 bu, of which one-half will 
be avaliable for export. Exports of corn 
from tbe Argentine for three months ended 
March si were only 262,500 bu against 401,200 
bu last year. 


Very interesting statistics have recently 
been furnished by an English publication in 
the compilation of the average price of 
wheat in each year from 1595, covering a pe- 
riod of almost three centuries. The prices to 
1799 were copied from the Gentleman s Maga- 
cine for July, 1801, in which it was explained 
that they were taken from Smith’s Corn Tracts 
from 1595 to 1764, from Lord Hawkesbury’s 
office from 1765 to 1770, and from 1771 to 1790 
from Cutherwood’s Tables. The Mark Lane 
Express from 1791 to the present 
time. The present value wheat 
in English markets 18 a fraction 
below 80c,and only six times in 298 years has 
it sold below this figure: The lowest rices 
recorded were in 1688 and 1732, when theav- 
erage was 72c; in 1745 it was 75c, and 7ic was 
reached in 1628 and 1733 and 79c in 1602.

Louis bought last season alittle over 400 cars 
of grapes, a heavy patronage. There were 
fewer kicks and complaints here than in any 
other large city, so some of the dealers 
learned at the close of the season, The feel 
ing here as well asin Chidago is not friendly 
towards the union. and there tsa growing 
inclination to patronlze the union’s compet- 
itors everywhere.

The butter marketcontitues unchanged so 
far, there is no surplus anil future prospects 
are good. The make or quality of butter this 
month seems to be more uniform than 
usual, taking into consideration the many 
changes of temperature this July, quality 
has been running better than for years past. 
This is owing, to, a great extent, to 
the increased knowledge of makers, 
as it is doubtful if any other class of men are 

striving so hard as dairy and creamery men 
to attain perfection in theirline. On it alone 
almost depends profit and success in the 
business. The oleo fraud has cut into it on 
every side until it is a wonder that the butter 
producers, who are in such an immense 
majority will stand it, while by united effort 


on its own bottom and oblige it to be 
sold for what it is in all cases, as it should be. 
The Milk Inspectorjof St, Louis makes a great 
ado and fuss beeause he finds a little more 
water than there should be in the milk the 
poor people and babies of this great city get. 
Now here is practically no adulteration, at 
least in many cases of it, because some ab- 
solutely pure milk will not come up tothe 
required standard. But there is not a word 
of oljection about the butter, often bought 
at high prices, in fact almost invariably 
so to ward ofr Suspicion, yet how 
many get stutt that is net butter 
nor contains a particle of butter, except a 
trace possibly fromthe little milk, etc., ro- 
quired to churn the composition of raw 
animal olls with their pepsin or other di- 
gestives into a mass in imitation of genuine 
butter. The latest fraud ugainst butter is 
using just such digestive materials (they 
call it Diack pepsin), and churning some 
butter with milk, the cheesy part of which 
also forms with the butter to the extent of 20 
to 30 per cent, including salt and water. 
This fraud, however, can be easily detected 
from appearance. It also Keeps so poorly 
that the cheesy or curdy portions get strong 
and rancid in a few days, especially in warm 
weather. The ordinary poor country butter 
from about the same cause, a surplus of 
cheesy matter, also gets strong readily, but 
not so quick as this. While well made 
butter whether dairy or creamery will keep 
quite awhile sweet and if the milk and 
cream is kept and churned at the proper 
temperature it will not become rancid how- 
ever long Kept, yet it will eventually get a 
briny taste pecullar to such butter,

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STOCKS AND PRICES. 


The Market Shows Resisting Power 
Against Bear Attacks. 


New Yorn, July 29.—The Post says finan- 
Clally: Opening prices were generally the 
highest on to-day’s stock market, but clos- 
ing prices, except in a few instances, were 
not by any meansthe lowest, There was a 
slow yielding of quotationson a market of 
actual dullness up to the second hour, thena 
sharp professional attack on prices, and 
finally a rally onthe publication of the bank 


statement, for this report, though certainly 
bad enough, was far more favorable than 
pessimists had looked for. This 
outcome, notwithstanding the day’s net 
decline in prices, must be mentioned 
asa further proof of the stock market’snew 
resisting power. The news of the day was 
bardly reassuring; the action of the savings 
banks, the decision of the General Electric 
Co, to sell enough of its assets to take up its 
total floating debt, and the rumors, sub- 
stantially confirmed, regarding acoming sus- 
pension of the dividend on Chicago Gas, were 
allintheir way unsettling. Their combined 
influence was manifest in the market. 

It should be noticed, however, that each of 
these incidents may be looked at from a 
double standpoint, andthat in one respect 
each was a factor of reassurance. The final 
protection of its floating debt certainly dissi- 
pates the worst bear rumors regarding Gen- 
eral Electric, and indeed the delay of the 
managementin adopting on a large scale 
such a measure is responsible for much of 
the recent overwhelming break, If the Chi- 
cago Gas Co. must make new expenditures 
to hold its trade, it is surely wiser 
to provide the funds through 
sacrifice of dividends than througtr 
experiments in the money market. The 
course of prices ina material degree refiected 
such reasoning. Chicago Gas broke heavily 
because the news was a surprise. General 
Electric rallied despite a wild attemptat the 
opening to startascarethrough the pro- 
fessional slaughtering of the price. Else- 
wherethe day recorded net declines, not, 
however, exceptionally heavy. These were, 
in part at least, due tothe absence of Lon- 
don buying, and this in turn partly to the 
political situation in London and Paris. 

Ine London gold market yielded to-day a 
million and a half more gold, some of it 
taken from the bank. Chicago markets 
passed through a second convulsion. But 
the bank troubles apprehended yesterdey 
have been averted, and meantime the record 
breaking price of grain has stimulated to an 
enormous volume the export trade for 
Europe. Conservative predictions as to the 
week’s movement in Dank reserves were 
pretty well verified by the statement. From 
this it seems that average specie and legal 
tender holdings have decreased $5, 119. 500, and 
this is readily accounted for. 

This week’s enormous drain of cash for the 
interior has taken upward of $7,000,000 out of 
the city banks, the scarcity of legal tenders, 
moreover, being reflected in the fact that 
fully one-thira of these interior shipments 
have been sent in gold. On the other hand, 
not quite $2,900,000 have been added to bank 
resources in the shape of sub-treasury 
payments against newly imported gold 
deposited at the assay office. There has 
for obvious reasons been no further return of 
savings bank deposits. The recommendation 
of the savings bank president at last night’s 
meeting that sixty days’ notice be required 
from all withdrawing depositors, was var- 
lously construed. It could not, however, be 
said to have been taken as a sign of pressing 
danger. There has been norun on these in- 
Stitutions, nor is any such occurrence 
probable. A part ot the money taken out, 
indeed, has contributed to the recent re- 
markably numerous purchases of odd lots of 
stock in Wallstreet. It is not probable that 
the proportion thus employed has been large, 
but the size of any appreciable partof the 
savings money for such a purpose shows how 
lar the minds of New York depositors are re- 
moved from senseless panic. 


LONDON EXCHANGE. 

Loypown, July 29.—There was was little de- 

mand for short loans to-day; the abundance 
of money in the market being still marked 
prevents discount rates advancing to 
the extent they otherwise might.

This has called for the fol- 
lowing statement from E. C. Benedict; a 
director of the company: 

“There is nothing whatever the matter 
with Chicago Gas, The company. in my 
judgment, willearn $100,000 net more cash 
than last year, which wilt de over $2,000, - 
0% after paying au interest ‘charges, 
or more than 8 per cent on the Fidelity Oo’s. 
certificates. The company’s busipess this 
year will exceed by 20 per cent that of last 
year, and this growth necessarily involves a

One May Spend Ten Days at the Fair 
and See Everything. 
Written for the SUNDAY Post-DIsPaTcH. 

For $20 one can see all that is of special in- 
terest atthe World's Fair—all that people 
talk about. If it costs $ a day, why, one 
can see a great deal in four days, devoting 
one tothe foreign and State buildings, one 
to the Art Gallery, one to the Manufacturers’ 
Building, one tothe Horticultural and Gov- 
ernment and Machinery and Agricultural 
buildings, two nights to the Midway Plais- 
ance, wich is seen at its best then; one 
night to the Electrical Bullding and illumin- 
ations and fireworks, and rest the other. 


There are other things, the Woman's Build- 
ing, which may be seen the same day as the 
Art Galleries; the Forestry and the Dairy, 
which will not take up much time before 
going to the Government and Me- 
chanical buildings, and also the. 
Transportation Bullding. After four 
such days and nights, one will beso very, 
very tired that they will feel that they have 
not only seen all that is to be seen, but that 
they could not be paid to look at another 
thing. Indeed, most people are contented 
with much less. 

But why wear one’s self out with four hard 
Sere of sight-seeing, when by the exercise of 
a little management and economy they can 
have for it ten days, forthesame money? 
One need not spend 85 a day. An experi- 
mental test, made by a special corres- 
pondent of the SUNDAY Fosr-Drsraron, 
shows that one may spend ten days in Chi- 
cago, visit the World’s Fair every day 
except Sunday, andsee all that is really 
worth seeing, thatis, as nearly as any one 
does, for $20, an average of et ge day, and 
exhibits a carefully kept dairy of each day’s 
itinerary and expense. 

There are thousahds of hotels and lodging- 
houses, right atthe gates, where pleasant 
single rooms may be had for 50 cents, and 
very nice double rooms for$l per day. In 
some private families two people can havea 
pleasant room for 75 cents. There are a 
dozen or more immense. hotels, built out 
upon the lake front, or onthe prairie, by as- 
sociations or clubs, like the Hotel Endeavor, 
built by the Christian Endeavorers, or the 
Fraternity, built by the Masons, etc., where 
there are accommodations in each for at 
least 1,000 persons, and they are full all the 
time;50 cents fora single and $1 for a double 
room and two persons. They are fresh and 
clean, and the service excellent. They all 
have restaurants attached, but hundreds of 
restaurants have sprung up near them to dl- 
vide the patronage and cut each other’s 
throats. Ihe competition makes the cost or 
meals astonishingly cheap, and the people 
try each one in turn. The first breakfast 
they will no doubt take in the hotel, and pay 
— it 35 centss—ay ham, potatoes, rolls and 
coffee. 

The next morning they will go with some 
one who has learned the ropes toa nice little 
lunch counter, under an awning, may be, 
near by and get better ham, better 
bread and butter and coffee for 
15 cents The next morning they 
will drop in a very dainty lunch-room, where 
they serve beautifully delicious hot waffles, 
maple syrup anda big glass of pure cream, 
ice cold, foronly 20 cents' One may easily 
have a good breakfast every morning for an 
average of 25 cents, and everybody enjoys it 
this way. It is thoroughly Bohemian. It is 
like the sawdustandthe pink lemonade of 
the circus. But if a 25-cent breakfast falls 
to satisfy have none by all means, for it 18 
really the only square meal during the day. 
The heat, the excitement, the fact 
that one may in the midst of 
some large gallery until two or three hours 
after the usual meal time, and, above all,the 
tasting of foreign dishes and drinks, de- 
stroys theappetite. By the last few days you 
scarcely know whether you ever care to eat 
again, and willspend most of your money 
on frults and drinks, for thirst ig another 
distinguishing feature of this Bohemian life. 
Do not, therefore, start out by stinting your- 
self. Have everything you want, 
gO everywhere and see everything, 
1 that you can go home, when 
the money is out, and if you have had only 
three or four days in yey it, you have 
gotten the worth of it, and will have seen a 
great deal, So, then, you have your room 
for 500, entrance to the fair 50c, breakfast 25c, 
tor lunch a plate of soup with bread and but- 
ter for 15c, or a couple of sandwiches, which 
you may take in with you (as most people do), 
costing 12e, and a glass of orange cider, a 
delicious drink, for se, making your lunch- 
eon cost 180 to e, throwing in a couple of 
pennies for water. During the afternoon. 
you will have a cup of cocoa or chocolate with 
wafers in the Holland house, or tea and warf - 
ers in Ceylon, or coffee and wafers in Hyatt 
as is the fad, ora glass of milk or cream at 
the dairy. Any of these things cost 5 cents, 
and are warranted to destroy all appetite, 
save for fruit or a ham or cheese sandwich 
before going to bed

FORGING OHAINS FROM STEEL BARS. 


The Links Are Not Welded but Are Made

It has 
the same number of parts as the human mid- 
die finger, and is terminated by the 
hoof, which corresponds to the nail 
of that finger. xamine this long 
bone a little closer and it will be observed 
that there are two narrow bones,one on each 
side, which, on reference to the human hand, 
are found to be the vestiges of the second and 
fourth finger greatly reduced. Similar modi- 
fications take place in the hind limbof the 
horse as compared with man's leg. What 
adds to the singular beauty of this prepara- 
tion is that the off!“ or further 
side of the horse is covered 
with modeled-out skin to represent the 
external form, making, as it were, half 
of a horse.

Thore J. Olsen, an American inventor, has 
constructed atricycle which can be used on 
water as well asland.

In January of that year the sonsofa norse 
farmer digging into a sand hill call the King’s 
Mound found signs ofa treasure. The Royal 
Antiquarian Society was notified and con- 
tinwing the excavation found what proved to 
be an old Viking ship, 77 feet 11 inches at the 
greatest length and 16 feet ll inches at the 
greatest width. From the top of the keel to 
the gunwale amidships she was 6 feet 9 inches 
deep. The timbers ofthe frame were fast- 
ened with withes made of roots, but the ribs 
were firmly clinched by iron rivets. 

There was no deck. The seats for rowers 
had been taken out. The Oars were twenty 
feet long and the oar holes, sixteen on each 
side, had slits sloping towards the stern to 
allow the dlades of the oars to de put through 
from inside. 

A PECULIAR RUDDER. 

The most peculiar thing about the ship was 
its rudder. This was fashioned like a large 
oar, with long blade and short handle, and 
was attached to the end of a conical piece of 
wood which projected almost a foot from the 
right side of the vessel and almost two feet 
from the stern. This piece of wood was 
bored down its length, indicating that a rope 
passing through it secured the rudder to the 
ship’s side. It was steered by a tiller attached 
to the handle, and perhaps also by a rope 
fastened to the blade.

It is a great and public mistake to attribute 
the present difficulties in the monetary sys- 
tems to silver alone, and make it responsible 
for the present situation, silver being only 
the victim, on which the troubles caused by 
the unreasonable endeavor to reduce all 
money to gold discharge their first and most 
visible effects. Increasing the purchasing 
power of gold means decreasing not only the 
price of sliver but also that of any other 
| product on earth, 

Itisthe same mistake as it would be to 
make the mob or the masses of the peopie 
responsible for the wrongs of a social revo- 
lution, which is generally the consequence of 
lawful but unbearable institutions. 

The present silver and gold question repre- 
sents simply the struggles between the 
classes of money owners and bankers on one 
side, and the rest of the people, who pay the 
interest, on the other side. 

To introduce a universal gold standard 18 
the most cunning and successful scheme of 
those who are the world’s bankers in the 
great financial centers—London, Paris, New 
York and Berlin—to monopolize money and 
rule the commerce of the world in an abso- 
lute, Gespotic way to serve their own inter- 
ests. 

Now, as the only obstacle in the way of the 
execution of this egotistic monopoly is the 
coinage ofsilver, and the gold ring’’ can- 
not be closed as long as another metal is 
being colned and circulated by its side; the 
true interest of gold-standard preachers is 
not so much for the public’s benefit as for 
their own, and they are obliged to use every 
means in their power to kill and depreciate 


silver in order to make gold, of which they 
own already the largest part, and whose 

roduction is visibly decreasing, the only 
egal tender of the world. 

Aow wuch misfortune and distress sucha 
terrible calamity would bring, is beyond 
measure and only can be understood by those 
who are familiar with countries that have to 
cover their belance of trade in cash, as there 
are: The whole west of the United States, 
Mexico, the south American Republics, Asia- 
tic Empires and all the English, French and 
Dutch colonies. 

But, not only these people are suffering by 
the imposture of such a monopoly, but also 
all those that belong in any way to the inter- 
est paying part, without distinction, if they 
live east or west, in Europe or Asia. 

It is not at all a question between silver 
miners alone on one side and the rest of the 
world on the other, as it generally has been 
painted; but a question of the most impor- 
tant nature between debtors and creditors, 
between banking institutions and their en- 
ents, or, plainer, between money lenders 
and money borrowers. 

The most astonishing feature, however, 
being that many of those belonging to the 
debtor class and who have not yet understood 
the true nature ot the question, not only al- 
low themselves to be led to slavery, but also 
help the future masters to build the trap in 
which they will be the first victim caught, 

It means simply that rich people will be 
richer and poor people poorer, because the, 
money represented by gold only, will be 80 
scarce, the interest so bigh and the purchas- 
ing power of goid so enormous, that before 
long the whole money would be controlled by 
very few hands, and the rest of the people, 
not happy or unhappy enough to belong to 
that clique, will be at the entire mercy of it, 
if they continue to be foolish enough not to 
see the danger in time and escape by oppos- 
ing the formation of a monometallic system 
based on au insufficient stock of gold. 

If one only watches bow many means and 
commercial tricks are employed by gold- 
holders and gold- standard nations to prevent 
the exportation of the yellow metal,and how 
many schemes are used to get back their 
gold witich are impossible to offset, one will 
soon be convinced of the inferior nature of 
the gold standard, and of tue fact that the 
gold supply is not sufficient to furnish a 
sound basis for a universal and fair standard 
Ol currency. 

And tuts is what the world’s trade really 
wants, thenecessity of which becomes more 
apparent every day to all those interested in 
trade beyond the narrow boundaries of their 
native country. A universal and stable cur- 
rency, too large to be monopolized and lim- 
ited enough not to become worthiess, would 
give the world’strade such stability and easy 
regulation that confidence and credit would 
soon be restored to an unknown degree all 
over the globe. 

The commercial relations of moitern times 
have become so extensive and its tendency 
to sweep away and overthrow all the differ- 
ent obstacles and egotistic measures ot 
wrong-headed patriotism, that the now ex- 
isting national systems of money will also 
have to yield to one great and unique inter- 
national system. 

In former ages, and not long ago,the many 
existing principalities and divisions of gov- 
ernments, took great pride in having their 
measures, money, stamps and general in- 
stitutions as different as possible, from those 
belonging totheir neighbors; but more ele- 
vated spirits have removed, one dy one, 
these difficulties and provincialisms. The 
postal union, commercial treaties, general 
communications and transportation, as weil 
as modern facilities of civilization, have all 
been required and obtained by iuter- 
national trade, after hard struggles with old 
customs and short-sighted conservatism; 
but there are yet many obstacles in the way 
that have to be removed to make the road 
smooth aud perfect.

Gold standard would be all 
right if the — — was large enough to pre- 
vent monopolization and oppression, but 
that not being the case, bimetalism is the 
most advisable system. 

The United States should use their great in- 
fluence, instead of troubling too much with 
making and repealing laws, to interest lead- 
ing nations in this direction; to call mone- 
tary congresses together, and not faint if the 
first two or three assemblies do not produce 
satisfaction, for this will be the case always 
during the development of a new idea. 

The last Congress of Brussels was an as- 
sembly of infallible financiers, every one of 
whom had made up his mind, before reach- 
ing Brussels, tohold his opinion, right or 
wrong, at any rate, and not to listen to any 
reason that could alter in the slightest his or 
his government’s ideas. Of course, with such 
delegates, no congress has any value, but, 
aftertwoor three false attempts, perhaps 
the public willtakea more — interest 
and force them to a reasonable conclusion. 

The world demands and must have before 
long a sound, universal, legal tender, based 
on d Dimetallic basis, rendering in this way 
justice tothe money hviders as well as to 
the interest payers, and if the old ratio of 16 
to lisa wrong one, why not change it to a 
new proportion of 20 to 1, to obtain the near- 
est proportion between silver and gold? 1 
do not believe thatthe actual market price 
of silver gives its existing and 
true proportion to gold, because there 
is, besides prod on, much silver 
thrown on the market by those who want to 
become the absolute monarchs of the 
world's trade, and who are assisted by an 
enormous army of uninformed persons, who 
talk over the monetary system, and express

Alexandre Guerin treats 

of the abuse of ether under the title of 
**Etheromania.’’ The extent to which this 
has become prevalent and the bad effects of 


the habit have, in his opinion, not been at all 
adequately appreciated. In many instances 
those who have been induced to abangon the 
use of liquor have become slaves to the ether 
habit. Ihe practice that prevails among 
most ether drunkards is described as follows: 

he etheromaniac begins by drinking a 
swallow or two of cold water, so as to drive 
from the mouth any foreign taste. Then he 
drinks from eight to sixteen grains of the 
drug, a second swallow of water follows; the 
purpose being to prevent the rapid volatiliz- 
ation of the precious liquor and the conse- 
quent weakening of its effect. The above 
dose is sometimes absorbed as often as six 
times in one day, zivinga total of ninety-six 
grains of sulphuricether. The intoxication 
thus obtained is very similarin its symptoms 
to that produced by alcohol; only it reachesa 
climaxin much less time and vanishes al- 
most at once. Atfirstthe etheromaniac un- 
der influence of the drug growsawfully jolly, 
taikative, sentimental. He would impart to 
the listener every secret his soul harbors and 
every detail of his private business. In the 
second period the excitement grows danger- 
ously near the frontier of momentary insan- 
ity. Then suddenly a collapse takes place, 
anda heavy sleep follows the returntoa 
sober understanding of things.’’

What is probably referred to is the execu- 
tion of Spencer, the son of the Secretary of 
War, by Capt. A. 8. Mackenzie of the United 
States Navy. Mackenzie,who was the father 
of the late Gen. R. S. Mackenzie of the United 
States Army, wa’ noted asa very strict dis- 
ciplinarian. Spencer was a midshipman in 
the navy. He was wild and had giyen his 
family a great deal ot trouble. It was nnally 
determined to send him on a cruise witn 
Mackenzie, inthe hope that the severe dis- 
cipline would havea good effect upon him. 


Mackenzie had a particularly turbulent crew. 


which he was especially detailed to bring 
into shape. When in Mid-Atlantic on the 
brig Somers a conspiracy to seize the vessel, 
murder the officers and turn pirates. was dis- 
covered, and the officers became convinced 
that Spencer was the ringleader. 
He and one of the petty officers 
were arrested and putin irons. But this did 
not putanendtothe conspiracy, at least so 
all the officers believed. The men had 
planned to release Spencer on the first favor- 
able opportunity. Mackenzie called a council 
of war in his cabin, and it was decided to ex- 
ecute Spencer and the petty officer. Both 
were hanged at the yardarm the next day. 
Mackenzie on his return was court-mar- 
tialea and acquitted.

Nena Sahib was the adopted son of the 
Maharajah of Bithoor in India. The right of 
adoption was one of immemorial antiquity in 
India, and has been frequently admitted by 
the British Government. Butinthe case of 
Nena Sahib it wasdenied. He went to London 
to plead his case, but was unsuccessful. 
He returned to India with a feeling 
of bitter resentment against the English, 
but took care to conceal it, and pretended to 
be on very friendly terms with them. Pos- 
sessed of an ample fortune, he established a 
sort of court at Cawnpore. On the outbreak 
of the mutiny in 1857 he declared for the in- 
surgents, and was the native leader at the 
Siege ofthe British garrison at Cawnpore. 
After a long resistance the garrison surren- 
dered on condition of being allowed free 
withdrawal. But as soon as the English left 
their entrenchments Nena Sahib’s troops, by 
their leader’s order, fell upon them, cut and 
shot down the men, and took the women and 
children prisoners. They were confined in a 
large room. A few days later Nena Sahlb 
sent a few soldiers into this room, every 
soul was Killed, and the bodies were thrown 
intoa well, the famous well of Cawnpore. 
Nena Sahib fied on the approach of the 
British troops under Sir Colin Campbell, and 
although eagerly sought for, he was never 
found, and his fate is to-day unknown.

INQUIRER. 

The relative humidity is the amount of 
moisture in the alr compared tothe amount 
that would produce complete saturation and 
hence precipitation. If the relative humid- 
ity is 75, it means that the addition of 25 per 
cent of the water held in the air would sat- 
urate it; in other words, that the air could 
hold no more moisture. At high temperatures 
the air can carry more moisture than at low, 
and a sudden drop in the thermometer is 
likely to cause rain or snow, as the absorb- 
ing power of the air is reduced, and satura- 
tion and precipitation follows.

There is no doubt whatever that a great 
deal of skill is required to play poker well, 
but it is doubtful whether what is strictly 
classed as card-playing skill is required at 
all. In fact, many maintain that poker, 
although a game played with cards, should 
not be classed as a game of cards at 
all. The cards are held, and in most cases 
shown, but it can be argued that they are not 
played at all. There is no such thing as by 
expert handling of the cards, by playing 
weak cards to draw strong ones, and to make 
an adversary betray his hand, of making a 
weak hand gain more than its proportion, 
As a study of human nature poker is excel- 
lent. But it gives no scope for expert hand- 
ling of cards. In fact, after the draw 
there is no playing at al untill 
the hands are lafd down. No delicate 
finesse, no attempts on a losing hand to 
prevent the adversary from making all the 
points his hand calls for, are possibie. The 
possible combinations with five cards ina 
hand are much smalier in number than when 
thirteen cards are held. Lastly, a hand may 
be won without a single card being shown. 
Therefore, while much skill may be shown in 
playing poker, it can scarcely be classed as 
card playing skill.
